RAYWELL  SANATORIUM. 

This  Institution  for  the  treatment  of  pulmonary 
fuhei’t'ulosis  is  the  joint  ])roperty  of  the  East  Hiding 
(kuinty  (kmmoT  and  the  City  of  York.  It  has 
aeeommodation  for  44  adults  and  20  children.  The 
'whole  of  the  aeeommodation  for  the  children  is  entirely 
se])arate  from  that  for  the  adults.  The  Sanatorium  is 
situated  in  the  Erhan  District  of  Cottingham,  and  is 
four  miles  distant  from  Cottingham  Station.  The  total 
area  is  upwards  of  50  acres. 

Hartieulars  of  the  eases  treated  during  the  past  year 
will  he  found  under  the  head  Tuberculosis,” 
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AMBULANCES. 

One  ambulance  loaned  by  llie  lied  Cross  Society  is 
maintained  by  the  County  Council.  It  is  garaged  in 
Beverley.  it  is  available  for  the  transport  of  non- 
infectious  and  accident  cases,  and  works  roughly  a 15 
mile  radius.  The  ambulance  made  78  journeys,  with  a 
a mileage  of  1,5(H),  during  the  i)ast  year.  The  sum  of 
£49  10s.  9d.  Avas  receiA’ed  in  fees.  During  the  })revious 
year  the  number  of  journeys  Avas  77,  Avith  a mileage  of 
1,373. 

• The  charges  to  necessitous  i)ersons  are  reduced  or 
altogether  remitted.  The  responsibility  for  the  j)aynient 
of  the  fee  is  never  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  })ronipt 
despatch  of  the  ambulance. 

Motor  ambulances  f(jr  the  trans])ort  of  infectious 
cases  are  stationed  at  l)oth  the  County  Isolation  llosj)ital 
and  the  Smallpox  llosj)ital.  Ambulances  are  also 
provided  at  the  Isolation  llosi)itals  at  Bridlington  and 
How  den. 


BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1920. 

By  agreement  the  main  proAusions  of  this  A cl  are 
carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  by  the  Hull 
and  East  Hiding  Institute  for  the  Blind.  A A'isitor, 
Avho  is  himself  blind,  visits  all  the  blind  ])ersons  in  the 
County.  His  salary  and  expenses  are  })aid  by  the  C(jiinty 
Council.  He  sui)erAUses  home  Avorkers,  giA’es  lessons  in 
Braille,  and  in  cases  of  necessity  hel])s  Avith  monetary 
assistance.  Full  reports  on  his  visits  are  regularly 
received. 

The  numl)er  of  blind  ])ersons  on  the  register  is  now 
17(j.  Two  blind  ])ersons  Avere  admitted  to  the  Avoi'kshops 
during  the  year.  This  makes  a total  of  nine  males  and 
four  females  iioav  maintained  there  bv  the  Public  Health

Committee.  The  cost  during  the  past  year,  including 
augmentation  of  Avages,  Avas  £351  4s.  8d.  AVomen 
Avorkers  are  accommodated  in  the  Hostel,  male  Avorkei’s 
in  lodgings  approved  by  the  Institute.  Two  blind 
Avorkers  are  also  maintained  at  the  Yorkshire  School  f(jr 
the  Blind  in  York. 
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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food.

Seventeen  of  these  (‘ontra veiled  the  reo'iilatioiis, 
althoiigdi  in  some  cases  only  very  slig’htly.  One  jirodiicer 
Avas  responsible  for  more  than  half  of  the  offeiidiii*^* 
sam[)les.

Any 
detect  in  the  cleansint^'  of  the  cows  or  ni  the  sterilizing 
ot  the  bottles  and  utensils  is  bound  to  I'eveal  itself 
sooner  or  later.  The  jirodiicer  in  the  country  districts 
without  an  abundant  su[)j)ly  of  water  for  (deansino’ 
purposes  is  severely  handicaiijied. 

An  unsatisfactory  feature  of  the  graded  milk  move- 
ment is  that  the  fat  content  is  not  fixed  excejit  that  the 
milk  is  supjiosed  to  contain  a minimum  of  three  jier 
c*ent.,  as  all  milk  is.  One  “ (trade  A ” milk  jiroducer 
was  ])roceeded  a^'ainst  for  low  fat  content,  but  the  case 
was  dismissed,  as  he  was  able  to  satisfy  the  Oourt  that 
the  milk  was  as  it  (‘ame  from  the  cow.

investio’ate  thorongdily  the  source  of  sujiply  in  the  hopes 

of  tracing’  the  infected  beast.  The  (kimmittee  were 

{^aiided  in  their  action  by  the  kiiowledf>'e  that  the  results 

obtained  would  i)robablv  be  as  valuable  as  those  to  bt‘ 

obtained  bv  the  establishment  of  a whole-time  veterinarv 
«■  « 

staff,  'who  would  still  have  to  Avait,  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  for  liacteriolo^ical  results  for  a confirmation  of 
their  clinical  finding's.  The  cost,  too,  would  be  con- 
si  dei'ably  less. 

During'  the  year  95  samples  of  milk  Aveie  taken  and 
examined  foi'  the  presence  of  tubeia'le  bacilli,  both 
mifU’oscopically  and  by  animal  inoculation.  tn  eig'ht 
samples  the  jiresence  of  T.D.  Avas  proA^ed,  and  foAir  coavs 
slanghtered  accordingly,  fiifoi'niation  Avas  also  receiA'ed 
from  the  Hull  authorities  of  fiA^e  jiositiA^e  samples  of  milk 
Avhich  had  been  produced  in  the  County  and  offered  for 
sale  in  the  City.  As  a result  of  emiuiries  seAmn  beasts 
Avere  slaughtered,  of  Avhich  number  four  Avere  found  on 
one  farm.  All  the  tubercular  beasts,  IvoAveAmr  detected, 
are  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculoj^is  Order,  1925. 
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Apai't  I'l'oiii  ilie  milk  sampling  throii^lioiit  the 
(V)uiity  ioi‘  ilie  deteciion  of  tubercular  milk,  it  was 
(Iccidi'd  to  caioT  out  systematic  iuR])ectioii  of  cows  in  the 
lloi-ou^h  of  ileverleV.  It  was  thouodit  that  the 
eompai'isoii  bed  ween  the  Wo  methods  might  produce 
results  whiedi  would  be  useful  for  future  guidance  in 
the  admiuisti-atiou  of  the  Act.  The  Veterinary 
luspeedoi'  for  the  lloi'ough  examined  all  cows  three  times 
during  the  year,  and  sent  reports  to  this  office.  (539 
individual  (examinations  wei'e  made,  and  two  tubercular 
bt'asts  wei-e  deteeded.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (PRESERVATIVES,  &c.,  IN  FOOD) 
REGULATIONS,  1925-1927. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1928,  194 
samples  were  taken  for  examination  for  the  presence  of 
preseryatiyes.  Thirty-fiye  were  fo\ind  to  contain 
])reseryatiyes  contrary  to  the  regulations,  or  sold  in 
contrayention  of  the  regulations.  Proceedings  were 
considered  inadyisable  in  twenty-eight  of  the  cases, 
owing  either  to  the  yery  small  amount  of  preseryatiye  or 
to  the  fact  that  the  articles  in  (|uestion  had  been  in  the 
])ossession  of  the  seller  before  the  new  regulations  came 
into  force.  In  the  other  seyen  cases  prosecutions  were 
undertaken.  They  all  related  to  the  presence  of 
preseryatiyes  in  sausage  or  sausage  meat.  The  amount 
of  penalties  inflicted,  including  costs,  was  <£10  3s.  Qd.

DEATHS  FROM  PRINCIPAL  EPIDEMIC  DISEASES. 

The  luiiiiher  of  (leaths  due  to  the  seven  principal 
('])i(leniic  diseases,  viz.,  smallpox,  measles,  scarlet  fever, 
di])htheria,  'whooping-  couoT,  fever  (tyj)hus,  enteric  and 
sim])le  continued),  and  diarrhoea  (under  the  age  of  two 
years),  was  44,  giving  a death  rate  of  .26  per  1,000  of 
the  po])iilation . 

SMALL  POX. 

Five  cases  of  this  disease  occuri-ed  in  Sei)teniber. 
They  were  all  of  a mild  type.  The  initial  case  was  that 
of  an  Irish  harvester,  who  was  api)arently  infected 
whilst  staying  in  Selby.  He  was  first  removed  from 
the  farm  where  he  was  temporarily  eni])loyed  to  the 
Jlritiield  ih)or  Law  Infiiniary  on  account  of  indefinite 
illness.  The  sul)se(|uent  development  of  the  rash 
])roved  the  natuie  of  the  disease.  Tie  was  at  once 
transferred  to  the  Shij)ton  Sniall])ox  Hospital,  and  but 
for  tJie  fact  tliat  a number  of  very  old  ])atients  in  the 
ward  I'efused  re-vaccination,  there  Avould  probably  not 
have  been  any  further  cases.  The  neglect  of  this  simple 
precaution  resulted  in  the  occurrence  of  four  more  cases. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

This  disease  has  been  very  prevalent  during  the 
year.  Notifications  were  received  of  265  cases,  compared 
with.  155  in  162(),  and  66  in  1625.  The  incidence  of  the 
disease  fell  most  heavily  on  the  Borough  of  Beverley 
with  ()8  cases,  and  the  Bural  District  of  SkiiTaugh  with 
25  cases.  Special  rejiorts  on  these  out])reaks  were  sent 
by  the  authorities  concerned  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
In  neither  re])ort  could  the  (‘pideniic  be  connected  with 
anv  ])articular  scdiool  nor  with  anv  individual  milk 
supj)ly.  In  fact,  it  would  appear  that  the  outbreak  was 
rather  a cycle  of  epidemic  prevalence  to  which  all 
districts  are  subiecd.  It  certainlv  is  a fact  that  a

j)erusal  of  the  statistics  over  a series  of  years  shows  that 
diphtheria  is  prevalent  throughout  the  County  at  roughly 
five  year  periods.  Seven  deaths  were  recorded  from  the 
disease. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Fifteen  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified,  seven 
in  the  urban  districts,  and  8 in  the  rural.  There  were 
three  deaths.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  of 
notifications  received  was  16.  None  of  the  cases  notified 
during  the  year  were  in  any  way  connected. 
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ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 

During  llie  latter  half  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of 
infantile  paralysis  occurred  in  the  County.  Altogether 
forty  cases  were  notified,  in  the  preyious  fiye  years  only 
six  cases  occurred.  8o  little  is  known  of  the  cause  and 

infectiyity  of  the  disease  that  little  can  he  done  so  far 

* ___ 

as  preyentiye  measures  ai'e  concerned.  The  disease  was 
also  preyalent  in  the  City  of  Hull  and  in  Lincolnshire. 

In-})atient  treatment  is  now  ayailal)le  at  the 
Crthopaedic  Hos})ital  at  Kirl)ymoorside,  ])nt  although 
treatment  for  their  children  was  ottered  to  the  parents 
in  nearly  eyery  case,  only  yery  few  ayailed  themselyes 
of  the  facilities. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

Xotifications  were  receiyed  of  three  cases,  hut  fiye 
deiiths  were  recorded  as  due  to  the  disease. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  following  table  giyes  details  of  the  work  carried 
out  during  the  year.  Medical  practitionei's  may  send 
for  examination  any  specimens  on  which  they  need  an 
opinion  as  an  aid  to  diagnosis.  The  cost  is  home 
equally  hy  the  County  ('ouncil  and  the  local  Sanitary 
Authority  con(*erned.  Sj)ecimens  fi'om  six  of  the 
District  Councils  are  sent  to  the  faihoratory  at 
Scarborough,  from  two  to  the  Laboratory  at  York,  and 
from  the  rest  of  the  ('ouiity  to  the  Cfiinical  Research 
A ssociation,  London.

Altogether  8d  new  jiatients  were  dealt  with  at  the 
Clinics  during  the  year,  conijiai’ed  with  ()2  in  192()  and 
d()  in  192d.  ()nly  two  new  patients  attended  the  Clinic 
at  JiCeds^  and  fourteen  at  York.  In  view  of  the  small

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REGISTRATION  OF  MATERNITY  HOMES. 

Since  the  coining*  into  force  on  the  1st  January, 
1927,  of  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act,  1920, 
only  a few  applications  for  registration  have  been 
received.  It  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that  there  would 
he  many  in  an  essentially  rural  County,  except  from 
certified  midwives  who  wished  to  have  the  right  to  admit 
patients  to  their  homes  for  confinement. 

Altogether,  eleven  applications  were  received  and 
five  Homes  registered.  The  other  applicants  withdrew 
on  learning  tlie  conditions  upon  which  registration 
could  he  granted. 

Since  the  end  of  the  yeai*  undei*  j*eview,  the  Act  has 
been  I'epealed  by  the  Nursing  Ifomes  Registration  Act, 
1927,  which  conies  into  force  on  the  1st  -Inly,  1928,  and 
aj)plies  to  Nursing  Homes  as  well  as  Maternity  Homes.
